Norfolk County are required to pay any fees into such

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 '8—We commend the Tillsonburg High School 
for the very fair statement, showing the amounts de- 
ducted on account of permanent improvement to such 
school, and we would suggest that the High Schools 
within the County be asked to be more definite in 
their summary of maintenance, repairs, supplies and 
incidentals, for we are under the impression that 
there is a disposition on the part of some of the 
School Boards to bill this Council with items which 
we are not legally expected to pay. 


We also received from the Deputy Minister of 
Education a statement of the amount apportioned to 


the High Schools in the County of Norfolk for 1915.
